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Airplane Crash Election Next Monday, April 4, 
Takes Three 
Police, Fire Commissioners 
Young Folk 


Two young men, form er popular resi­ 
dents of Palm Springs, and a young 
lady from Indio, lost their lives in an 
airplane crash at the Indio airp o rt at 
4 o’clock W ednesday afternoon, when 
a cabin plane in which they w ere fly­ 
ing w ent out of control and crashed in 
flames. 
The bodies of the three were b u rn ­ 
ed alm ost beyond recognition 
before 
rescuers w ere able to reach the w reck­ 
ed craft. 
The victim s are: 
Jam es A rkell, 25 years of age, ow n­ 
er of th e plane. 
Miss A lberta W alker, 19. Indio w ait­ 
ress. 
George Russell, 26, Indio, pilot of 
the craft. 
Arkell w as the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jam es A rkell, owners of the B eechnut 
Company a t Canajoharie, New ’io rk , 
and who reside at their beautiful d es­ 
ert ranch a few miles east of 
Palm 
Springs. 
H e was well known here, fly­ 
ing frequently- from the Palm Springs 
airport. 
He is survived by his parents 
and a sm all son. 
George Russell lived here for about 
four years before going to Indio w here 
he owned and operated the Indio Fly­ 
ing school. 
W hile a l^sident here he 
was em ployed at the Deep W ell G uest 
Ranch. Several years ago he and Miss 
Edith C runcleton, popular young Palm 
Springs girl, and daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
C harles 
Cruncleton 
of 
Palm 
Springs and C athedral City, were m ar­ 
ried. 
To this union came two chil­ 
dren, the youngest being a daughter 
less than th ree weeks old. 
Funeral services for young A rkell 
will be held Saturday at noon a t All 
Saints Episcopal church in 
Beverly 
Hills with Dean Fleetwood in charge. 
Burial will be at the fam ily’s form er 
home in C anajoharie, N. Y. 
According to N. D. Engel. Coachella, 
and J. C. A bernathy, of Indio, w it­ 
nesses to th e crash, the plane w as 
flying over th e airport at a height of 
about 1000 feet when the pilot ap p ar­ 
ently shut off the m otor and took th e 
plane into a glide preparatory to land- 


ng. 
Suddenly, the w itnesses said, th e 
tail appeared to flutter and they heard 
the m otor gunned. 
The plane w ent 
into a rig h t bank and then a nose 
live, striking the ground nose first 
ind bursting into flames. 
The plane in which the trio rode 
íelonged to A rkell and was being pilot­ 
ad by him. 
It was a 1934 model S tin ­ 
son four-place cabin type.

T he police and fire commissions w ill continue to adm inister the 
affairs of their respective districts until the districts are absorbed by 
the city of Palm Springs through ordinances adopted by the city coun­ 
cil after Palm Springs becomes an incorporated city. 


T herefore, it is im portant that m en who have had experience on 
these commissions and w ho are thoroughly familiar w ith the laws 
governing them should be in charge w hen the transition from district 
to city governm ent takes place. 


B oth M r. Roberson and M r. Hicks are pioneer residents. 
They 
became m em bers of the boards when the districts were organized 
some years ago, because of the necessity of police and fire protection 
here. 
T hey have taken an im portant part in providing Palm Springs 
with the best police and fire protection of any similar com m unity in 
the country, an d it is im portant they should continue to be in charge 
until they relinquish their duties to the city council. 


T h e least an appreciative public can do for them is to say “ thank 
you” by placing an X opposite their nam es on the ballots next M on­ 
day, A pril 4, even if some think the votes are not needed. 


T h e election will be at the school house, and the polls will be 


open from 8 a. m . to 5 p. m. 


Incorporation election will be Tuesday, A pril 12.

District Attorney Fitts Tells 
Masons About Crime at 
Palm Springs Meeting 


Voters Asked to Meet at School House to 
Discuss Incorporation; Election 
On Tuesday, April 12 


A public mass meeting, to discuss incorporation, 
will be held at the school house auditorium Thursday 
evening, April 7. The call for the meeting was issued 
yesterday by Harold Hicks, chairman of the incorpor­ 
ation committee. 


All sides of the question of incorporation will be 
presented, and citizens are asked to make notes of any 
questions they wish to ask. 


At a meeting of the incorporation com m ittee’s 
executive committee yesterday afternoon it was point­ 
ed out more than a hundred citizens had been contact­ 
ed to sign nominating petitions of councilmanic candi­ 
dates over a period of 10 days before the deadline for 
filing, and that therefore there was ample time and 
notice to all who wished to file. 


The committee calls attention to the fact that 
more than 300 local taxpayers gave their approval for 
incorporation at a public mass meeting held in the 
school house in November, 1936, and that in January 
of this year more than 600 property owners signed the 
petition for incorporation. 


It is also reported that Palm Springs will be in a 
much more favorable position to receive FHA insured 
loans after incorporation and zoning laws have been 
passed. 
FHA requires proper zoning to protect the 
property upon which there is an F11A loan, from en­ 
croachment of undesirable features that would jeopar­ 
dize the value of the property. 
Incorporation election will be held on Tuesday, 
April 12, in seven polling places, one in each of the 
proposed wards.

"D uring my fifth year as district at­ 
torney of Los Angeles county I sent 
back to prison tw o men every day of 
the year whom I had convicted previ­ 
ously. 
It isn’t a pleasant task to 
every day grind out

crim es, but it m ust be done, and I 
am glad to have the opportunity to 
serve society in this capacity." 
F itts stated th at during eight years, 
up to January 1, 1937. he had prose­ 
cuted 55.000 cases of felony or crimes 
of a m ore serious nature, and since 
Jan. 1. 1937 he has prosecuted 15,000 
cases of the sam e type of crim es, a 
total of 70.000. 
"Som e people think th a t I m ust have 
horns and that I love to hang men. 1 
see the side of crim e th at you don’t 
see. 
I see the victim, the ravaged 
bodies of little girls, the suffering and 
m isery brought Into hom es by crim i­ 
nals. 
1 see the crim inal 
and 
talk 
with him. and often get his confes­ 
sion. 
W hen I go into court I repre­ 
sent th e victim and I know th at my 
first job is to protect the hom es and 
fam ilies and to keep onr cities safe 
for decent people. 
T herefore 1 am 
proud th at I am a prosecutor."

Boards, Joseph W. 
C atharine, Brooklyn, president of the

tate BoarB. 


Form er G overnor M yers Y. Cooper, 
of Ohio, chairm an of the com m itter, 
states that th e coming national con­ 
ference to be held 
at 
the 
Palm er 
House, Chicago, in which the Ameri­ 
can 
Farm 
Bureau 
Federation, 
the 
N ational G range, and the N ational As­ 
sociation 
of 
Building 
O w ners and 
M anagers have been invited to partici­ 
pate, will c en ter on the question of 
best present action to achieve read­ 
justm ent of th e real estate tax system 
to a ju st and econom ically sound basis. 


"A system which levies three-fifths 
of the total costs of local, state, and 
national governm ents against a com­ 
modity which produces only one-fifth 
of the total national incom e is m ani­ 
festly illogical, unfair, 
and 
danger­ 
ous," he says. 
"Yet th at is the po­ 
sition of real estate today.” 


To furnish a fulcrum on which legis­ 
lative levers can shift th e en tire tax 
stru ctu re to a broader base, th e 'N a­ 
tional A ssociation 
of 
Real 
E state 
Boards, a fter six years of study of the 
tax stru ctu res of the 48 states, adopted 
a program 
of 
suggested action lor 
every state outlined in a statem ent 
ju st issued by the com m ittee as fol­ 
lows: 


1. 
W e propose that each sta te and 
territo ry adopt a constitutional am end­ 
ment specifically lim iting the tax on 
real e state for all purposes to a fixed 
percentage of its true value. 
We suggest th a t the lim it should not 
exceed 1 Mt Per cent. 
T his in effect 
would be equivalent to an income tax 
of approxim ately 25 per cent which Is 
surely all th at real e state should, in 
equity, be called upon to pay. 
The 
average real e state tax a t present is 
nearly three tim es this am ount. 
2. 
W e propose* that in valuing real 
estate for tax purposes 
its 
income 
:should be the b asis for com puting its 
-.assessed value. 
At present th e general practice in 
•tax assessing is to 
consider 
three 
factors to arriv e a t th e "value" of the 
property: 
1. 
Reproduction 
costs 
m inus depreciation; 
2. 
Comparable 
sales in the neighborhood; 3. 
How 
much m oney do we need to raise? We 
suggest that th e im portant factor is: 
How m uch m oney did th a t piece of 
real estate earn? 
Both 
the 
U nited 
States Suprem e Court and the state 
Suprem e Courts have upheld the prin­ 
ciple we advocate. 
3. 
W e propose the drastic restric­ 
tion or the use of the special assess­ 
m ent as a m eans of financing new 
public im provem ents, 
and 
the 
u lti­ 
m ate abolition of the special assess­ 
m ent laws. 
We suggest th a t before any im prove­ 
m ent to be paid fo r by special assess­ 
m ent shall be undertaken th ere shall 
be required the w ritten consent of a 
m ajority of the property ow ners and 
representing m ore than half of the 
real e state area which it is proposed 
to assess. 
4. 
W e propose th at 
th e 
costs of 
m aintaining state minimum 
require­ 
m ents in public schools shall be tra n s­ 
ferred from the local units of govern­ 
m ent to th e sta te governm ent, and 
th a t F ederal financial aid be invoked 
to accelerate such action. 
The 
educators 
them selves 
lugve 
taken the lead in this movement* . In 
some states, and one of our territories, 
the entire cost of state-required schools 
has been assum ed by the sta te or te r­ 
ritorial unit of governm ent. (A report 
Is now before Congress from President 
Koosevelt’s 
advisory 
com m ittee on 
education recom m ending expenditure ¡ 
of $855 m illions by the Federal gov­ 
ernm ent In the aid of schools in the 
various states.l 
Until recently real 
e state has borne 90 percent of the cost 
of education in m ost of the states. 
5. 
We propose th a t funds obtained 
by state governm ents from gasoline 
and m otor vehicle taxes should be 
used for the m aintenance and con­ 
struction of streets in m unicipalities 
a s well as for ru ral highways. 
This principal Is now coming into 
general acceptance. 
We suggest that 
th e allocation of such funds to city 
streets should be m ade first to the con­ 
struction, im provem ent, and m ainten­ 
ance of a rteries and sub-arteries which 


coordinate with county and state high­ 
way system s. 


ti. 
We propose th at there shall be 
vested In a sta te agency 
the 
right 
upon appeal to review any proposed 
tax levy or bond issue and to revise 
these downward, o r in 
the 
case of 
bond issues to veto 
them 
entirely; 
such findings to be binding upon th e 
local authorities unless reversed by a 
d irect vote of the people. 


W e strongly 
favor 
careful 
local 
budget m aking, but th e intricate over­ 
lapping of our taxing units calls for 
the interposition of a central agency 
to make budget control by local tax ­ 
payers a practical possibility. 
New 
York, North Carolina and Indiana are 
states th at have put the principle we 
advocate into practice. 
In Indiana the 
direct savings 
to 
the taxpayers in 
bond issues and tax levies am ounted 
to an average of $7.700.000 annually in 
the first ten years of the plan’s oper­ 
ation.

m outh's o u ste r action w as void an d 
erroneous an d asking d am ag es in ex 
cess of five million dollars. 
Stating that th e co n tracto r had u n ­ 
reasonably an d unnecessarily delayed 
the construction of the San Jacin to 
tunnel, the W a te r District, acting in 
accordance w ith the te rm s of its c o n ­ 
tract with W enzel and Henoch, took 
possession of th e work in F ebruary. 
1935, and has since carried on the tu n ­ 
nel work w ith its 
own 
crew s a s a 
“force accou nt" project. 
Construction of the tunn el was s t a r t ­ 
ed by the M ilwaukee firm in April. 
1933. and d u rin g the 22 m on th s th a t 
th e con tractor w as on th e job a totai 
of 2.4 miles of the tunnel was e x c a ­ 
vated.

T h e difficulties w hich Parrish en­ 
countered during the latter years of 
his management have already 
been

meetings. 
His lease has been the 
target of many sharpshooters. 
Con­ 
stantly, Parrish has heard rumors 
about a new airport on Section 18. 
T h e arrangem ent of the present set­ 
up was unstable at best. 
These ob­

than those first physical difficulties.

W ith an 
even 
break and a cooperative hand from 
the village, he is capable of develop­ 
ing a fine flying center on Section 
18. It is an opportunity he has earn­ 
ed.

Over 40 Million Sticks of 
Dynamite Shot on Aqueduct 


T here 
has 
been 
a 
considerable 
am ount of shooting along the line of 
the Colorado R iver aqueduct since the 
big construction job was started. 
More than forty million sticks of 
dynam ite already have been used in 
the construction of the 392-mile aque­ 
duct. according to tabulations received 
in th e office of F. E. W eymouth, gen­ 
eral m anager of the M etropolitan Wa 
ter district, at Los Angeles. 


F our hundred and fifty carloads, or 
20.000.000 pounds, of dynam ite thus far 
have been used in blasting a way for 
the hundreds of miles 
of 
aqueduct 
stru ctu res already completed, the dis­ 
trict’s progress reports indicated. Now 
in its sixth year of construction, the 
building of the giant aqueduct has con­ 
sumed 115.000 freight carloads of all 
types of m aterials. 


Excavation records in General Man­ 
ager W eym outh’s office indicate that 
approxim ately sixlv-five million tons 
I 


of earth and rock have been removed 
on the job thus far. 
A large part of 
this was included in the Iu6 miles of 
tunnels 
which 
have 
been 
blasted 
through solid granite. Two and a half 
m iles of the aqueduct's San Jacinto- 
Cahazon tunnel rem ain to he pene­ 
trated. 


C rossing the entire state of Califor­ 
nia, the M etropolitan aqueduct 
will 
carry a billion gallons of w ater a day 
from the Colorado river to Southern 
C alifornia's coastal plain. 


More than 33.000 citizens from these 
cities to be benefiied have been em­ 
ployed in the construction of the aque­ 
duct. and it is estim ated th at an addi­ 
tional 25.000 workm en have been em­ 


ployed annually throughout the nation 
m anufacturing the supplies and equip­ 


m ent which have been used on the big 


Job. 


Flood Waters 
Unearth Fossil 
Teeth Near Hemet 


Flood w aters of M arch 2 in the re­ 
gion of H em et proved a 
boon 
to 
archeologists when fossilized teeth of 
a horse that lived in Southern Califor­ 
n ia region 50.000 y ears ago were ex­ 
posed. 
E. H. Bohuslov of Hem et, and 
a 
m em ber of the Roy C hapm an Andrews 
expedition tu M ongolia in 1932, was 
the discoverer of the teeth, which have 
been 
identified 
as 
th e 
left 
upper 
m olars of equus occidentalis, an ex­ 
tinct horse of Hie pleistocene age. 
The teeth, w hich w ere found in the 
W ilson valley som e 20 miles south­ 
east of Hemet, have been turned over 
to H enry Anson W ylde of the verte­ 
brate paleontology of th e Los Angeles 
m useum. Exposition park. 
Although sim ilar fossils have been 
found in the vicinity of Los Angeles, 
this is the first such discovery in Riv­ 
erside county, it was said. 
Discovery of this relic proves that 
th is region known as Southern Califor­ 
nia was once the h ab itat of gigantic 
reptiles as well as anim als now' listed 
n s prehistoric. 
Fossils of the three­ 
toed horse have been found on 
the 
Mojave desert. 
Fossils 
or 
dinasouers 
and 
other 
prehistoric ages w ere unearthed near 
Eden Hot Springs, only a few miles 
southw est of Banning, som e years ago. 
Much of Southern California 
was 
once jungle-land. 
T he sm all lizards 
an d desert turtles of today are 
the 
rem nants of “big w ildlife” of past ages 
in this land which is now term ed “Sou­ 
th ern California.”

T he value of building cons ruction 
in 13.17 w as $1,700,000 OÜ0, or about 10 
por cent m ore than in 1936 and at ap­ 
proxim ately the sam e 1 v I as In 1931. 
according to Frances Perkins, secre­ 


tary of labor. 


“This report is based on the record 
o f buildings for which perm its were 
issued in 1.728 cities having a popu­ 
lation of 2,500 or more which report 
currently each m onth to the burean 
o f labor statistics." Secretary Perkins 
said. 
“In th ese cities the 
reported 
value of all building perm its in 1937 
w as approxim ately $1.700,000,000, of 
which nearly half w as new residen­ 
tial buildings, m ore than one-third new 
non-residential construction and about 
20 per cent additions, alterations and 
repairs to existin g structures. 


“The aggregate value of new resi­ 
d ences for w hich 
building 
perm its 
w ere issued in 193< w as a per cent 
greater than in the 
previous 
year. 
T here w as a marked increase in ex­ 
penditures for one-fam ily and 
two- 
farnlly houses, am ounting to about 12 
per cent. 
A partm ent-house construc­ 
tion declined, how ever, approxim ately 


12 per cent. 


“T he volum e of new non-resident ial 
building increased by 15 per cent, but 
continued at a relatively low level in 
com parison w ith the volum e of build­ 
ing of this type in the 1920’s. 
Expend­

“ E xpenditures for additions, alter­ 
a tio n s and repairs in 1937 also show ­

In relation lo population the largest 
expenditures on new construction and 
repairs were in th e sm aller towns. Per 
capita expenditures for all types

construction in tlie 1,728 cities dur­

U sually they are quiet and retiring, 
w ell dressed, and educated.

and industry of others." 
Ho said the Chamber of Commerce 
of Chicago lias estim ated that $100,­ 
000,000 a year is paid to racketeers by 
C hicago business m en, just to he let 
alon e. 
-There are 507 different types 
o f these racketeers in Chicago who 
h ave organized every type of business. 
T h ey collect one cent a loaf of bread 
front bakeries, one cen t for each quart 
of m ilk, one cent for each bundle of 
laundry. $15 a m onth from each barber 
sh op , and so on. 
"The victim s pay, or else. 
W hen 
som eon e refuses and 
is 
killed. e>e 
w itn esses are afraid to testify because 
th ey know what w ill happen to them ­ 
se lv e s or their fam ilies if they give 
dam agin g testim ony.” 
R acketeers are not perm itted to get 
a foothold in Los A n geles county, said 
F itts. 
“Not a dim e h as been paid in 
ransom to a kidnapper during the past 
10 years in L o s A ngeles county, and 
not a dime will be paid,” lie said. 
“I'll resign tomorrow’ if you find a 
b u sin ess or industry paying one dim e 
ransom to the molt or gangsters. 
"N ow the racketeering principal lias 
been 
carried to the w orking man.

Fitts. 
"I claim that any man 
should have the right to join a union 
If h e wants 
to. 
L ik ew ise, 
every 
A m erican citizen has 
the 
right to 
w ork, and that right should not de­ 
pend on m em bership in any organi­ 
zation." 
H e severely criticized the sit-down 
strik es and declared th ere will lie no 
sit-dow n strikes in Los A ngeles coun­

P ublic opinion regarding the C alifor­ 
nia H ighw ay patrol indicates the R iv­ 
erside county unit, under the direction 
of Capt. J. Raym ond King, is one of th e 
m ost efficient in the stale, H enry H. 
L ivingston, 
district 
inspector 
and 
liaison officer for the California H igh ­ 
w ay Patrol, declares. 
L ivingston, w hose duties as public 
¡ relation s representative for E. R ay­ 
m ond Cato, ch ief o f the patrol, carry 
him all over the state, is to rem ain in 
th e county for the next several d ays. 
H e contacts the public, the courts 
and the press to determ ine altitu d es 
tow ards personnel 
and practices 
of 
th e patrol with th e thought of traffic 
im provem ent. 
"Chief Cato is ever anxious to learn 
the opinion of the public toward the

prophets. 
Sunspots 
are 
blamed by som e scien tists of extrem es 
of w eather such a s California lias ex ­ 
perienced in recen t years. 


Martin Murray, assistan t postm aster 
of H untington 
B each, is an am ateur 
astronom er of som e renown. He re­ 
cently visited 29 P alm s and the D esert 
Trail d w ells at len g th upon Murray's 
ideas concerning 
th e 
effect of su n ­ 
spots on rain and drought. 
Murray lias m any telescopes, s e is ­ 
m ographs and instrum ents lie m ade 
to study the h ea v en s and earth m ove­ 
m ents. 
Tlte cu rren t issue of Modern 
M echanics 
carries 
an 
in terestin g 
article with illu stration s, subm itted by 
Murray about the seism ograph: 
"This question is asked alm ost every 
day so we shall con su lt the records to 
see what evid en ce exists. 
"Variations in th e length of the sun­ 
spot cycle of from nine to 14 years a re 
known, hut its usual length is 11 years. 
About 10 years a g o it was discovered 
that in each su ccessiv e 
‘cycle’ 
th e 
polarity of the sun-spot groups is re­ 
versed, and for th is reason we m ust 
consider two su ccessiv e intervals of 
activity 
to 
co n stitu te 
a 
com plete 
‘cycle.’ In m any lo ca lities the w eather 
records show in creased rainfall at in ­ 
tervals of from 11 to 23 years. The 23- 
year interval can be traced 
in 
the 
tree-ring growth of the California big 
trees, Sequoia G igantia. 
"There are rainfall records from old 
California M issions going back to 1770, 
and during this interval there have 
been 15 sun-spot cy cles and nine of 
this number coin cid e with intervals o f j 


h eaviest rainfall. 
This is a high aver­ 
age for a lim ited section of th e con ti­ 
nent. 
If we take in the en tire United 
S tates we w ill find that floods oc­ 
curred within a year of the peak of 
alm ost every sun-spot m axim um . 
A 
severe flood occurred here 
in 
1870 
w hich was a sun-spot m axim um . An­ 
other 
m axim um 
occurred 
in 
the 
w inter of 1883-S4. 
The next m axim um 
w as in 1S93 and although the year’s 
total 
rainfall 
was 26.28 in ch es, no 
tloods occurred. 
The heaviest rain oc­ 
curred in March, (8.53 in ch es). Under 
-normal conditions it requires at least 
10 inches of rain over the Los A ngeles 
basin within three or four days to re­ 
sult 
in 
floods. 
The 
next sun-spot 
cycle was not high but rem ained ac­ 
tive for three years, 1905-07. The rain­ 
fall w as a little above 
the 
average 
(19.3 inches) but in floods occurred. 
T he flood of 1916, the m inor flood of 
1927 and the present flood all occurred 
during 
the 
m axim um o f a sun-spot 
cycle. In the fore part of this season 
there was a destru ctive flood in tit-- 
Sacram ento valley also. 


"Som e of the d riest years have been 
th ose in w hich sun-spot activity was 
at its low est ebb. 
Two good exam ples 
are from 1898 to 1900 when only 5.6 
to 7.9 inches o f rain fell and in 1922-21 
as little as 6.67 in ches fell in one 
year. 
"It seem s evident that at intervals 
o f 10 to 12 years we m ay expect e x ­ 
trem es of w eather, floods or severe 
freezes over an interval of about three 
years during the m ost active period of 
the snn-spot cycle. 


"Few people are living who rem em 
her th e flood o f 1870. 
Prior to this 
d ates the Santa Ana river flowed m id­ 
way betw een Anaheim and Fullerton, 
north of Stanton to Los Alatnitos and 
then joined the San Gabriel river en­ 
tering the sea near Seal Beach. During 
the flood of 1S70 the river becam e clog­ 


ged near O live and changed its co u rse 
southward, w est o f Orange and S an ta 
Ana. em ptying into Newport hay. Dur­ 
ing th e present flood the river b rok e 
over into its old course betw een A na­ 
heim and F ullerton, flooding a p art 
of both cities and causing con sid erable 
dam age.”
